The  following  itluu  luuioilion  was 
ordered  Bent  to  the  New  York  and 
Greenwood  Lake  Division  of  the  Erie 
Railroad: 

“Gentlemen  *  In  nbcordsnc*  with 
the  suggestion  made  toj  the  Townahip 
Committee  by  your  Mr.  Moore,  with 
reference  to  the  croeeiug  <  f  Spruce 
Street,  we  deaUre  to  say  that  the 
Townahip  CoiiAiiittse,  at  a  meeting 
held  on  Tuesnaj,  August  31,  1897, 
voted  to  accept  your  proposition  to 
change  the  grade  of  the  railroad  at 
the  Spruce  Street  crossing,  making 
it  twelve  (12)  feat  in  the  clear,  so  that 
Spruce  Street  may  ernes  under  the 
railroad,  aud  the  Townahip  agree#  t<> 
make  the  necesagry  change  in  the 
grade  of  the  street  St  its  expense,  re¬ 
sulting  from  the  change  of  grade  of 
the  street.

The  Greenwood  Lake  crossing  at  Or 
*  chard  St.  requires  the  a  ttention  of  th  « 
Tbwn  Conpnittoe  It  lias  been  almost 
sevsn  weeks  since  the  additional  track 
has  been  hud.  and  to  say  the  least,  the 
condition  o i  same  is. abominable,  and  is 
getting  Worse  every  day;  the  tracks  are 
about  sue  inches  above  the  road  — i 
plants  placed  beside  the  tracks  to  pro¬ 
tect  vehicles  in  crossing,  and  there  have 
been  many  uarrowr  escapes  from  falls  by 
bicyclers  and  drivers  of  wagons. 

0  nTuesday  mottling  a  wagon  was  up¬ 
set  by  the  front  w  heeb  of  same  sticking 
jn  tbe  raised  tracks;  driver  thrown-  out 
anil  merchandise  scattered  ali  over  the 
street,  but  fortunately  the  driver  es 
caped  injury  ,  no  Joubt  the  Railroad  Co. 
would  have,  lieen  responsible  for  any 
damage— but  morally  I  think  the  town 
must  be  responsible,  to  allow  such 
condition  of  affairs  to  exist  at  a  crossing 
like  Orchard  St.  far  such  a  length  of 
time.  A  personal  inspection  of  same 
will  satisfy  any  ony  as  to  the  condition 
of  this  street.  To  add  ‘to  the  incon. 
venience  of  the  crossing,  almost  every 
day  a  gravel  train  dumps  dirt  on  the 
side*  of  the  tracks;  which  makes  it  even 
more  dangerous. 

Wednesday  as  usual,  we  received  an¬ 
other  consignment  of  dirt  and  the  gravel 
car  was  allowed  to  remain  oa  the  newly 
laid  track  from  Tuesday  morning  untij 
Wednesday  at  on#  o'clock  extending  ov¬ 
er  the  sidewalk  crossing  and  almost  to 
the  centre  of  the  streel.  n^yssitating  a 
roundabout  way  to  pass  over  the  tracka 
The  car  was  only  removed  when  one  of 
my  neighbors  called  the  agent  at  Bloom¬ 
field  station  to  remove  the  obstruction . 

Before  the  new  track:  was  laid  across 
Orchard  Street  the  water  was  drained 
from  the  railroad  bank  through  drain 
pipas  to  Orchard  Street  Since  laying 
the  new  tracks  the  pipes  have  been 
taken  out — cast  aside  and  tilled  up. 
consequently,  the  cellars  on  the  west 
side  of  the  street. '  extending  nearly  to 
Montgomery  Avenue  were  compelled  to 
drain  the  water  from  the  railroad— un¬ 
heard  of  previous  to  laying  the  new  track 
and  taking  out  the  drain  pipes.  Now 
why  are  these  changes  allowed  t  j  be 
made  by  tbe  railroad  company  to  our 
inconvenience  and  detriment?  Have 
we  no  re-dress  ?  I  understand  fully  that 
the  railroad  has  some  privileges,  but 
,  when  it  oomee  to  changing  the  grade, 
tilling  our  cellars  with  wafer,  and  leav¬ 
ing  a  crossing  in  such  condition,  it  is 
time  for  us  to  protest  most  enphatically 
against  such  impositions.

and  partial  payments  for  the  bantiling 
of  vast  *u  tau  of  money,  for  other  peo¬ 
ple,  as  a  clerk.  Tbia  gulden  apple  of 
a  common  school  education  ia 
golden  appl*  at  all,  but  a  veritable 
apple  of  Sodom,  a  cheat  in  the  desert 

From  within  and  without  tb*  great 
structure  of  popular  education,  which 
is  some  day  to  be  universal,  is  under 
going  reconstruction.  Considered  as 
a  hi  stem  it  began  only  in  1845  and 
was  not  fairly  established  uutil  after 
the  Civil  Wart  We  must  not  expect 
U*>  much  of  what  is  the  product  of 
thirty  years.  There  are  many  hopeful 
signs  Lot  us  enumerate  them. 

Industrial,  technical  and  scientific 
schools  are  increasing  st  *  very  rapid 
rate.  This  means  material  progress, 
increase  of  national  wealth,  extension 
of  education  to  very  many. 

The  attemlance  in  schools  is  stead¬ 
ily  increasing  pro  rata  to  the  popula¬ 
tion.  Teacbars  are  better  paid  and  a 
The  buildings  rse  great Jy  improved. 

The  endowment  funds  of  the  ool- 
leges  aud  universities  are  being  added 
to  by  vast  contributions  of  money 
from  great  millionaires,  often  called 
philanthropists. 

Most  important  of  all,  the  primary 
and  grammar  schools  are  taking  on 
coureee  in  nature  studies,  drawing, 
mauual  cwork,  and  throwing  off  of 
grammar,  partial  payments  and  politi¬ 
cal  geography.  It  is  beginning  to  dawn 
upon  the  minds  of  educators  that 
children  are  to  be  educated  for  them¬ 
selves,  not  for  civilization,  not  as  crit¬ 
ics  of  literature  Boys  are  to  be 
taught  industrial  effort  aud  economic 
independence;  girls  are  to  be  taught 
the  same.  Both  are  to  be  taught 
their  separate  functions  in  home  mak¬ 
ing. 

We  can  reform  society  by  legiala. 
tion  :  by  scientific  and  mechanical  in¬ 
ventions;  and  by  education.  The 
press  is  s  powerful  agent  in  the  last 
process.  It  states  the  idealw  .  which 
educators  should  bear  in-  mind,  and 
which  parents  should  try  to  secure  in 
tbe  teachers  of  their  children.  It 
points  out  with  extraordinary  clear 
ness  and  emphasis  wherein  modern 
civilization  entirely  fails  of  being  an 
honest,  equitable,  and  progressive  or 
ganization  of  human  society.

Apples  supply  tbe 
higher  nerve  sod  muscle  food,  bnt  do 
not  give  stay.  Prunes  afford  tbe  highest 
nerve  or  brain  food,  supply  heat  and 
waste,  bnt  are  not  muscle  feeding.

London  police  sergeants,  or  rounds¬ 
men,  are  paid  from  $8.  fiO  to  $19  a  week 
and  constables,  or  patrolmen,  from  $6  to 
$8.  Iu  Dublin  tbe  wages  are  half  a  dol 
lor  less.  In  Glasgow  tbe  highest  pay 
for  a  constable  ia  $6. 76,  for  a  sergeant 
$8.  An  inspector  gets  $700  a  year  aud 
s  superintendent  from  $1,900  to  $1,600. 
Tb#  8t  Petersburg  chief  of  polioe  draws 
$3,600  a  year,  a  sergeant  from  $800  to 
$400  aud  a  patrolman  from  $160  to 
$9S0  a  year.  Paris  pays  $6. 96  to  $6. 60 
to  patrolmen  (agents)  and  $7  to  rounds¬ 
men.  Patrolmen  get  from  $996  to  $960 
Amsterdam,  and  $900  to  $890  at  Brus¬ 
sels,  where  detectives  may  rise  to  $480. 
Tb*  Turkish  policemen  get  $8  s  week 
and  the  native  polioemen  of  Calootta 
from  $4  to  $4.60  a  month.
